shire, New Jersey, and Vermont— 
show that divorce is gaining on mar- 
riage and that in spite of the growth 
of population marriage is decreasing. 

The last census taken by the bureau 
on the marriage situation was in 1916. 

In the eight states named there were 
10,570 fewer marriages in 1922 than in 
1916. Divorees in these states ex- 
ceeded by 3,060 the number granted in 
1916. :

Two of the states—New Hampshire 
and Minnesota—showed mo) mar- 
riages in 1922 than in 1916, dut the 
inereage was negligible compared with 
the general increase in populatiod. By 
all the rules of averages, marriages 
should be increasing year by year, with 
the steady growth of the population 
of the nation. In snite of this New 
Jersey and Massachusetts. reported 
fewer marriages by 5,758 in 1022, than 
in 1916. While n losing 
popularity in those two a 
was gaining. Last year 4,786, NN 
vorcea were than in 1916 

In every one ot the eight states x 
cept Vermont the population grew be 
tween 1910 and 1920. In Vermont, 
where the population fell off, the ds. 
crease in marriage was much greater 
in proportion, while the divorces de- 
créased’at a much smaller fatio. 

The eight states combined present a 
total of 3,060 more court separations 
in 1922 than in 1916, and marriages 
fell off 10,570, despite the risé iu popu- 
latjon. 

Credit:-is given the big. rural popu- 
lation for saving Minnesota's face on 
increased marriage statistics, but the 
divorce figures showed an increase 
also. 


Judge Ben B. Lindsey said that for 
every marriage in Denver in 1922 there 
was a separation.
